l LONG CANE'S CENTENNIAL!

Brillinnt Sermon--Flae
Big Crowd.

On Thursday night of last week, Dr.
B. M. Palmer, of New Ovrleans, preach-
edin the Abbeville]Presbyterian Church
The house was filled to its full seating
ecapacity, and in the aisles were chairs
and benches for the increasing assembly.
Dr. T'almer took for his text, these
words, from 11 Peter, 1st chapter, and
| 4th verse: “Whereby are miven unto us
exceeding great and precious  promises :

Addreus -

dhiat by these yoe might be made partak-
ers of the divine nature, having eseaped
the corruption  that s in the world
throngh lust.”

We do not undertake to give a synop-
sis of this sermon beenuse of a lack of
space. But the speaker's wonderful
command of langunge, his copious vo-
cabmlary. his clear enunciation, his log-
ie and his familiarity  with the Seript-
ures combined o make a sermon of un-
surpassed power.

At Long Cane the next day the servi-
ces were of 2 most interesting natore.
They were held in honor of the one
hundredth birth-day of that historie old
Chureh. The people from Abberille
andd the surrouraing country for many
miles had assembled till there were
about eight hundred gathered together
in the grove about the church where a
stand had been ereeted and seats provid-
ed,

Over the front of the stand, which
was prettilyfdecornted, were the words
and_figures

1774—WELCOME—1884

On the stand were Dr. Paliner, Rey.
Moessrs,  Marting  Pearson,  Rushton,
Bradley, Dr. Sloan and Dr. Lindsay, and
Mr. Leroy Wilson, who was elected an
Elderin the Church in 1850,

Mr. Pearson, the pastor, welecomed
those present in a lew kindly words,
and spoke feelingly of & moember of the
chiureh ninvty-four years old, who had
been confined to her bed for four yoars.

My, Martin opened the proceedings
with prayer, after which Mre. W, AL
Templeton read an interesting historieal
sketeh of Presbyterianism in-upper Car-
olina and of Long Cane Chuarch.  We
had desired to publish this address, but
certain reasons putit out of our power.

D Palmer arose at the conclusion of
the reading of the essay and asked the
congregation to sing the one hundredth
psalm, which he suid was Watts' finest
paraphrase, and to sins to the tune from
which it should never be dissociated—
Old Hundred, which musical authorities
considered an epie in musie,

Dr. Palmer then read from
Ezekiel and 224 Revelation. and took
for his text the last elunse of the Yth
verse of 47th Ezekiel, which is render-
edthus; “And every thing shall live
whither the water Howeth.”

The gifted speaker in showing the ap-
position that exists between the prophe-
cy of Ezekiel and the vision that John
saw, when on the island of 'atmos, was
peculiarly  happy and forcible. In
graphic langnage and beautiful periods,
‘he reviewed the circumstances and con-
]tlilimm under which these visions came
to Kzekiel and John., They were sym-
bolical and figurutive he said. The wa-
ter of life of which they spake in the
passages he had read was emblematic of
the graceand the free and boundless
love of God, which grace and love bore
itg healing power to whoever accepted
